Neal Plead Guilty cf The Charge 


Against Him, But His Sentence

The case against Justice \V. Shar- 
iek, of Frankfort, who is charged with 
being an accessory of W alter Neal, 
tHl young man who defrauded the 
Seottsburg bank last August, was 
called in the Scott circuit court to­ 
day. 
Sharick 
with 
his 
attorney, 
H a rry 
C. Sheridan, 
of 
Frankfort, 
came here Monday evening and spent 
the night in Seymour, going to Scotts- 
burg this morning. 
Judge John M. 
Lewis, of this city, is a l s o an a t­ 
torney for Sharick. 
The attorneys for the defendant se­ 
cured a post poll me n t of the case be­ 
cause of a defective indictment, and 
the trial was set for the April term of 
court. 
It will be remembered that Neal 
who gave his name and address as i 
Thomas L. Manning, of Lafayette, 
defrauded the Seottsburg State Bank 
out of nine hundred dollars. 
When 
he went to that place he stated that 
he intended to purchase several farms 
in Scott county and presented a draft 
at the bank issued by the First N a­ 
tional Bank of Lafayette for $3,000. 
He placed the draft on deposit and 
stated that be wanted some money for 
expenses in connection with his real 
estate deals, and drew out $450, and 
asked for a draft payable to him- | 
self for the same amount. 
He said 
that he was in a real estate deal with 
J. W. Sharick of Frankfort. 
Neal 
was introduced at the bank by a 
real estate agent who has had some 
dealings with Sharick. 
As soon as Neal left the bank, the 
assistant cashier became suspicious j 
and informed the cashierof the trans­ 
action as soon as he returned to the 
bank. 
The latter wired the Lafayette 
bank about the draft and learned j 
that the draft bearing the same num­ 
ber as the one deposited by Neal was 
issued for $4.

Sharick said that the first time he 
ever met Neal was when he came to 
his hotel. 
Neal told Mr. Sharick 
when his father died he left about 
$10,000 in government bonds and real 
estate, but that his mother was to 
have a life interest in the estate. Cp- 
o»n her death, however, the entire 
, amount was to belong to him, and 
that he persuaded his mother to let 
him have $3,000 at once.

the money he intended to pay th e 1 
board bill he owed Mr. Sharick and 
invest tlie remainder in real estate. 
Mr. Sharick stated that he and Neal 
went to Scott county to look at some 
land which the former owned, and 
which Neal seemed desirious of Inly­ 
ing. 
Sharick said that when he went 
to Seottsburg he secured a buggy as 
soon as he reached the town and in 
1 company with Neal drove out to the 
farm which Sharick had for sale. 
When they returned to Seottsburg 
Sharick said they drove immediately 
to the station and that he boarded a 
train and returned home. 
Neal, how­ 
ever, promised to go to his mother's 
home in the northern part o f the 
state, get the $3,000 to which he re­ 
ferred and return to Frankfort and 
pay for the land, 
lie also agreed 
to settle his board bill at the same 
t ime. 
It seems that Neal did not leave 
Seottsburg immediately, but remained 
and deposited the draft. 
Sharick 
said that he did not know George Gain, 
the real estate man who introduced 
Neal at the bank, before he went to 
Seottsburg. 
He said that he never 
saw nor heard of Gain after that 
time. 
When Neal was arraigned, however, j 
he endeavored to place the blame up- , 
on Sharick, it is understood, and j 
stated that he was merely working for 
Sharick. 
Neal probably intends to j 
testify in behalf of the state in order! 
to receive a suspended sentence, 
lit*1 
is married and his wife frequently! 
visits him at the Seottsburg jail. 
Neal’s record in the past has not 
been very commendable, lie has been 
connected with several forgeries, but 
always managed to straighten them 
out before landing in the penitentiary. 
His father was a prominent Methodist I 
minister, and his death was probably 
hastened by the w orry over the ac­ 
tions of his son. 
It will require several days to com­ 
plete the Sharick trial, and the result 
he known before the latter H'0* the intention to eluuge au\ meni-

The eity clerk and trea-urer have 
been on the “ go” all day an-wering in- 
i quiries and explaining the plan by 
xvhieli the recount of the population 
of the city xx-i 11 be made next Monday. 
Everyone i> interested and any num­ 
ber of persons have proffered their 
services it' they can he of assistance 
j in taking the census. 
Not a single 
man who has been asked to enumerate 
the people in his block has declined 
to do the work, and in several of the 
blocks two or three citizen- have vol­ 
unteered to do the work. 
There are a total of one hundred 
| seventy-live blocks in the city and 
there are only about sixty for which 
enumerators have not been named. 
The list of enumerators including the 
additional names which have been 
added since yesterday is published 
again this evening, and it is hoped 
that the complete li-t can be obtained 
by tomorrow. 
The clerk and treas­ 
urer xvho have the census in charge 
make the request that persons living 
in the blocks which are not named, 
and xvho are willing to take the enum­ 
eration, telephone their name- to the 
eity building at once so that tlii- part 
of tin* task can lx* closed a> soon as 
possible. 
It is their desire that the! 
complete li>t might he published to­ 
morrow so that every one xvill know 
xvho xvill take the census in the block j 
in which they live and xvill watch forj 
them on next Monday. 
Cards containing places for the 
names of the citizens and the street 
address xvill he provided for the enum­ 
erators so that tin* reports xvill be | 
filed in a uniform manner.

banks, where they belong. 
“ The average wage earner knows 
nothing of 
banking 
methods. 
You 
w ill find very few people, even those 
dealing w’ith the savings banks today, 
who know’ who the officers and direc­ 
tors are of the bank they deal with. 
“ Very few know’ what the capital or 
surplus of a bank is. 
No one ever ex­ 
plained to him that the capital and 
surplus of a bank stands between the 
depositors and any loss, or how the 
law protects and safeguards their de­ 
posits, and why their money Is safe. 
“ If, when new’ accounts w’ere open­ 
ed, these points had been explained, 
there would have been no more such 
panics as we went through in 1907.

The perfect advertisement
